METRO TUNNELS INTO 
FOGGY BOTTOM 


Whether or not it succeeds in tunneling away the 
inexplicable determination of Congressman Natcher to 
force a Three Sisters Bridge on an unwilling com- 
munity, the new Metro is moving right along to become 
a fact in Foggy Bottom regardless, 

The drilling equipment set up along Eye Street 
this Fall has been putting down pumping and observa- 
tion wells to keep underground water away from the 
Metro tunnel, which. will cross the Potomac from 
Rosslyn to the foot of Virginia Avenue, It will then 
come straight East under Eye Street to Pennsylvania 
Avenue, There will be one station here, the ‘‘Foggy 
Bottom Station’’ at 23rd and Eye Streets, with the next 
one at 19th and Eye, 

For several weeks now pile-driving equipment 
bonging away at the foot of Virginia Avenue has been 
drilling a #1 Shaft to be used for lowering excavation 
equipment to the tunnel level, When finished it will 
be covered over with a steel plate and that will be 
the end of any visible Metro work in Foggy Bottom. 
This shaft will also have a trap door for worker 
access but tunnelings will be brought to the surface 
at #2 Shaft (at the Boathouse), trucked along an exit 
street from the Boathouse to K Street and out under 
Whitehurst Freeway. A third shaft will be set down 
immediately across the river on the Rosslyn side. 
The final station in Virginia will be at 19th Street and 
Ft. Myer Drive before crossing into the District 90 
feet below ground level—120 feet at its lowest point 
as it dips under the Potomac. There will be separate 
tunnels to carry in-bound and out-bound traffic and 
under the river all tunneling will be through solid 
rock using the drill-blast-haul method: ‘‘mucking 
out’’, 

Mr. H. A, Hand, the capable young Bechtel Asso- 
ciates engineer in charge of the Foggy Bottom part 
of Metro, promised that the first week in November 
would see the end of his pile-driving racket trying 
to compete with National Airport’s jets. Tothis suffer- 
ing sense it was a draw, and if it has not stopped by 
the time this reaches publication, call Mr. Hand at 
his office behind Howard Johnson’s. He will welcome

The person who encouraged the National Park 
Service to make these changes is Miss Mary E. Healy 
and in addition to asking the Park Service to do their 
bit, she is now working on the District Government 
to improve the deteriorated and now forgotten beds of 
azaleas which were planted in their traffic islands 
immediately north of the Park Service property. 

To Miss Healy and Mrs. Ruth O’Brien who worked 
with her, our thanks for doing something about a for- 
merly very sad looking part of Foggy Bottom. We 
hope the District Government will work with them as 
readily as did the National Park Service.

*Champagne Oysters (for six) 

Preparation: Cut the tops off 12 small Pepperidge 
Farms pillow rolls and scoop out part of the bread. 
Butter the insides well. Set aside, under a towel, to 
be baked at 400 degrees for about 7 minutes, 

At the table: Put 1/2 cup of sweet butter in the 
blazer pan of the chafing dish over direct heat. When 
it melts add 2 points of well drained oysters and toss 
them lightly to cover with butter. Add three-fourths 
cup of champagne, 1/4 cup of minced parsley, salt to 
taste and a few grinds of black pepper. After a few 
minutes the oysters will curl. Pile them into the hot 
roll cases and spoon some of the juices over them.

Eleanor M. Becker, but the FBA Treasurer more often 
answers to and calls herself Ellie. She’s ‘‘almost a 
native’’ Washingtonian, having been raised two blocks 
north of the District Line in Takoma Park, Maryland. 
She’s a committed resident now, and has ‘‘the mort- 
gage to prove it.” 

Ellie holds a B.S. degree from the University of 
Maryland, graduating in home economics education, 
but practice teaching showed her the advantages to her- 
self and her potential students of choosing another 
career. From an “‘enlightening and educational” 
first job as a legal secretary in Columbus, Ohio, she 
joined a state trade association and became intrigued 
by the legislative process from its vantage point.

it. Mr. Hand also added that except for its deeper 
passage under the Potomac where it crosses under 
the north tip of Roosevelt Island, the Metro will run 
along about 25 to 30 feet underground, 

So now let’s go back up the hill from the river 
to the many wells driven there for underground water 
removal and observation. These are centered with 
8 in. pipes (10 plastic and 4 steel), perforated at the 
bottom 30 ft. and set in 24 in. shafts. An 8 in. space 
around the pipe is filled with tine gravel—really more 
like very coarse sand—and this prevents soil from 
passing through the perforations to plug up the pipe. 
Four of the wells are pumping wells located at 25th 
and Eye, 2506 Eye, down over the hill to 27th and 
Eye, with the fourth on the south side of the Esso 
Station, They are fitted with electric pumps at the 
bottom and powered through underground cable in- 
serted into the pipe at the top. Then there are 10 
Observation Wells along Eye Street andonto the river 
to measure the underground water level and see how 
well the four pumps are doing their job. Would this 
be bureaucracy underground? All wells are sunk to 
bedrock and capped at street level, There was not 
supposed to be any rock in Foggy Bottom but they 
found it at 71 ft, at 25th and Eye and 64 ft. at 2506 Eye, 

With such lively digging and welling and shafting 
going on, let us hope we are safelyon our way to rapid 
transit relief for an overburdened road system; and 
let us all hope for the ultimate recognition by Con- 
gress that no one but a contractor could possibly gain 
from inflicting more bottleneck traffic on Virginia 
and the District with a Three Sisters Bridge—bottle- 
necks to further pollute the already unbreathable air 
at rush hours,
